",flere is the place, tbe oeotral place, where 
tbp(BR?ip,iiltore .of the rfoheat region ol North 
Amerioa mast poor out its tributaries to the 
whole world. On tho east, all along Jibe 
shores of lake Superior, and west, stretching

Looking from the physical development of 
this region to its future political iuflaoaoc, 
Mr Seward said :
